i NO CONFIDENCE. 

J. €. Brady, assistant inspector of the 
Pearse street (Dublin) branch of the Post 
Office, who was represented by Mr. W. J. 
M. Coulter, soliciter, said that he had a 
salary of £185 per annum, with ‘bonus, and 
Was anxtous to retire’ because he had no 
confidence in the present Government. He 
did not feel the same -sense of security as 
under the British, the reason -being that at 
the last general election the present .Govern- 
ment was returned with a majority of only 
six. It was possible that after the next 
election the Opposition Party would have 
the majority, and if that party came into 
office he feared it would reduce the salaries 
of civil servants and repudiate agreements. 

[he Chairman—Did you hear it stated that 
they were going to scrap pensions? 

rhe witness said he heard it stated at an 
election meeting addressed by Mr. Lemass. 

Did .you. hear him say he would scrap 
pensions ’—I did not hear him say that. 

Answering Mr. Doolin, the witness said 
that he had a daughter employed in the Free 
State Post Office. 

The Chairman—Did you advise your 
daughter when she was going into the 
service’ -]t was her own selection. I did not 
object, but I was not particularly keen on 
the position. 

Mr. Decolin—Did you -consider yourself 
justified in putting your daughter on the 
wrong track with the future so insecure? 

lhe witness replied that his daughter was 
mistress of her own destiny. - Besides, em- 
ployment in Dublin was scarce. 

William Leo O’Carrigan, post office assist- 
ant, Dundalk, stated that he served in the 
British Army from 1915 to 1919. He was 
retiring from the Post. Office owing to a 
feeling of insecurity. -He read in the news- 
papers statements by the Opposition Party 
repudiating all classes of agreements, and 
threatening to scrap the Treaty and to have 
more trouble with England. He was pessi- 
mistic about the future. 

Francis Carter, postman, Avoca, said that 
he could retire in July next, but one did

Baskin stated that, in view of the extension 
of the-Irish Omnibus Co., Ltd., in the Free 
State, and their known connection with the 
Great Southern Railways, Mr. Colin Shaw, 
Managing Director of Motorways Express, 
Ltd., cammunicated with him as to the de- 
sirabilitv of approaching the ‘Irish Omnibus 
Co., Ltd., with a view to seeing whether they 
would be interested in taking over the busi- 
ness of Motorways Express, Ltd. At the 
bezinnine of Februarv, 1930, he got in touch 
with defendants, and later received a com- 
munication from Mr. — Griffith, — secre- 
tary of the Irish Omnibus. Co., L4d.. 
stating that his company were interested. 
As a result he made an appointment with 
At that 
assured. him that anv 
information he supplied would be treated 
in the strictest confidence, and would not 
be used-in any way against Mewrways Ex- 
»ress, Ltd. As the result of this assurance 
* gave Mr. Griffith the full details of the 
working expenses, the overhead charges, the 
routes traversed and mileages thereof, the 
gross receipts, and all other information 
that he asked for, On the 24th February he 
received a letter from Mr. Griffith stating 
that for the present his directors would not 
make an offer for the purchase of the com- 


any. 
ae BONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 

On the 28th February, four days after 
the Secretary informed him that negotiations 
were broken off, continued Mr. Baskin in his 
affidavit, the defendant company published a 
list of fares and routes, which were substan- 
tially identical with the fares and routes 
issued by the plaintiff company, except that 
the prices had been reduced, and in some 
cases the radius extended. So accurate was 
the copy circulated by, the defendant company 
that. even the spelling mistakes appearing 
in the plaintiff ccmpany’s original list. were 
reproduced. 

The affidavit further referred to an inter- 
view which Mr. Baskin stated he had with 
Mr. Griffith on the 1st inst. Mr, Baskin 
stated that Mr. Griffith maintained that the 
authority to open the routes and issue the 
list was given as long ago as the 13th 
January, 1930. The policy of the defendant 
company was not to buy up other companies, 
but to open up similar routes and compete. 

Mr. Baskin added that the information 
which he submitted to Mr. Griffith was 
directly compiled with a view to showing 
whether the routes run were profitable, the 
amount of traffic that might reasonably be 
expected, and the opportunities for develop- 
ing, and, having regard to the extraordinary 
coincidences as to dates, he submitted that 
it was idle to suggest that the determining 
factor in deciding to open the routes was 
not the confidential information given to 
the defendant company. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the defen- 
dant company had gratituously put into their 
letter of the 24th February the statement 
that the particulars supplied would be 
treated as confidential, and that did not look 
like as if they contemplated any breach of 
confidence. 

Mr.. Overend —Up to that point. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
have thought that a company carrying on 
an extensive business would have a list of 
routes and fares which members of the public 
could see, and they could not really prevent 
another company using something that was 
open to everybody, 

Mr. Overend agreed, but said that the de- 
fendant company received information of a 
confidential nature. . It was perfectly open 
to the defendant company to say that they 
did not wish to consider plaintiff company’s 
proposal, and re:use to look at their con- 
fidential information. If they had done that 
the plaintiff company would have had no 
couse of complaint. 

Counsel also referred to two affidavits of 

Mr. Colin Shaw. 
: Mr. Justice Meredith said that, he was not 
in a position to give an injunction without 
hearing the defendants, but he would give 
the plaintiffs liberty to serve notice on the 
aefendants for next Friday.

RAILWAY COMPANY'S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR, JUSTICE 

, MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of J. and G. 
Boyd and others against the Great Southern 
Railways Compny from so much of the order 
of the Railway Tribunal as declared that, in 
so far as the respondents claimed relief in 
respect of the appellants’ through cross- 
Channel rates, those rates placed the port 
and town of Limerick at an undue disad- 
vantage as compared with the cities and 
ports of Cork and Waterford, in that the 
through cross-Channel rates prevailing in 
1900 had been increased by higher percen- 
tages in the case of Limerick than in the 
case of Cork and Waterford; and from so 
much of the order as enjoined the appellants 
und their servants and agents to desist from 
placing the port and town of Limerick at the 
undue disadvantage mentioned. 

Mr. Fhelps, K.C.; Mr. V. Rice, K.C., 
and Mr, E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. J. 
J. McDonald) ee EE for the appellants ; 
and Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Cullinan (in- 
structed by Messrs. Sellars and Co.) for the 
respondents. 

Mr. Phelps dealt further with the evidence 
given in the case at the trial before the 
Tribunal. 

_In reply to the Chief Justice, on the ques- 
tion of law involved in the case, he said that, 
by their Statute, the Railway Tribunal had 
shown that they had based their decision on 
a misconception of Section 42 of the Act of 
1900. 

Having referred to the different statutes 
relating to the matter, he submitted that the 
rates charged were justified on another 
ground—namely, on the ground of deporta- 
tion, under Section 27 of the Railway and 
Canal Traffic Act of 1902. Counsel also 
cited a number of cases in support of his 
argument that the Railway Tribunal was 
wrong.in making the order appealed against. 

Mr, Jellett, for the respondents, said that 
there was no complaint made whatever with 
respect to the rates up to the passing of the 
Act, of 1920, because t had been dealt 
with in a fair way up to 1920. 

Mr.’ Phelps having concluded his opening 
argument, | 
_ Mr Kelly followed on the same side, deal. 
ing with the judgment of the Railway 
Tribunal, and pointing out that their deci- 
sion was taken entirely out of the siib- 
section of the Amalgamation Act of 1900. 
Their application of Sub-section 1 of the Act 
of 1900 was, he said, entirely misconceived.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
GIFT ‘TO WIFE, 


£645 TO BE SURRENDERED TO 
HUSBAND’S CREDITORS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing of the charge and discharge: in 
the matter of George E. Worthington, insur- 
ance agent and farmer, of Ballynonty, 
Thurles, and of Barnane, Templemore, Co. 
Tipperary, a bankrupt, was resumed. 

Mr, Hollinshead, the official assignee, 
alleged that the payment of £645 made in 
June, 1929, by the bankrupt to his wife, Mrs. 
Honoria Worthington, out of a sum of £1,550 
received by him from the English Grants 
Committee was fraudulent and ‘void, and was 
made with intent to defeat, hinder and delay 
creditors; and he asked for an order direct- 
ing Mrs. Worthington to pay him this sum 
of £645 for the benefit of the creditors of the 
bankrupt. 

Mr. and Mrs. Worthington, in their de- 
fencé, pleaded that the payment was made in 
good faith by way of repayment of moneys 
borrowed from Mrs. Worthington by her hus- 
band, 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr, Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Messrs. Bennett Thomp- 
son and Edwards) appeared for the chargeant : 
Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Cherry (in- 
structed by Messrs. Hunter and Burland) for 
Mr. ‘Yorthineton; and Mr. Hamilton. K.C., 
and Mr. Cherry {instructed by Messrs. 
Morgan and Mullen, Thurles) for Mrs. Wor- 
thington. 

Mr. Worthington, the bankrupt. was ex- 
amined, and stated, in reply to Mr. Cherry, 
that he had suffered a great deal of injury 
and loss during the troubled times, 
In 1927 he took measures io re- 
cover compensation for. that loss. He 
first consulted Mr. Thompson, of Barnane. 
who was in the Southern Loyalist Relief 
Association. In 1927 his wife spoke to Mr. 
Thompson with regard to putting im a 
separate claim on her behalf to the English 
Grants Committee. It was on Mr. Thomp- 
son’s advice that a joint claim was put in by 
the witness and his wife. The claim went in 
in his name. The claim was registered in 
February, 1928, and it included a loss which 
had been incurred owing to the forced sale 
of cattle belonging to his wife. The claim 
which he put in included loss. for hay cul 
and carted away, for timber stolen, for loss 
of cattle, and for billeting of Irregulars. At 
that time. he was in a very bad -vay finan- 
cially. There had been a sheriff's sale of 
his property. In the beginning of 1922 he 
received threatening notices. 

Mr. Cherry—And as a result of those 
notices, what did you.do?.

AN ABORTIVE RISING.

HE stormy years through which this 
generation has lived have thrown the 
events of half a century ago into a 
shadowy distance. Only the few Dubliners 
whose memories stretch back to 1867 can 


‘ appreciate the ferment of excitement into 


which the capital was plunged on the 
night of the 5th March in that year. A 
Fenian rising had been rumou so long 
that many had ceased to regard it as a 
practical possibility. The crushing of the 
abortive revolt in Kerry earlier in the 
year with but one casualty, and the 
suppression of the Irish People (organ of 
the Fenians) and arrest of some of their 
principal leaders and many of the rank 
and file, without any attempt at 
resistance, had confirmed them in their 
scepticism. 


ALARM IS RAISED. 


The setting sun  gleamed sullenly 
beneath banking leaden clouds, heavy 
with unfallen snow, on that 5th March. 
It was a raw evening, with a bitter biting 
wind. It was not strange, therefore, that 
the policemen «n patrol in the suburbs 
wondered to see so many working men 
hurrying from the city as though to some 
coursing match or cocs-fight. Out the 
Crumlin, Rathmines and Roundtown 
roads they went, in twos and threes, and 
in little groups, many laughing and gay, 
but many, too, with the set faces of men 
engaged on some desperate enterprise. At 
9.30 p.-n. a startled constable reported at 
Rathmines Police Station that several 
hundred young men were assembled in 
Temple road, Palmerston Park. The 
officer in charge, suspecting what was 
afoot, sent an urgent call to the military, 
an.. a troop of the Scots Greys and a 
company of the 92nd Highlanders were 
despatched to the scene in hot haste—but 
the birds had flown. 

Meanwhile Inspector Skelly, of 
Kilmainham Police Station, had noticed 
bodies of men going towards Crumlin— 


-ineluding one party of fifty marching in 


military formation, some of them carrying 
rifles. He despatched small parties of 
police to keep them in view, and sent a 
hurried message for military assistance. 
Detachments of the 9th Lancers and the 
52nd Regiment were sent to support him. 
About 10 p.m. these forces surprised a 
body of Fenians on the Crumlin road. 
Thirty-one prisoners were taken, with a 
few rifles, swords, and home-made daggers, 
and a green silk flag bearing a white 
harp and the words, ‘‘God and Your 
Country—Remember Emmet!” 


SUCCESS AT STEPASIDE. 


The contingent which mobilised . at 
Palmerston Park fared better. One. 
Henry P. Filgate, who was present on 
that occasion, and subsequently served for 
ten years in the United States Regular 
Army, gave a vivid description of their 
adventures in a letter to the Gaelic 
American, of New York (dated February 
2ist, 1905) :—‘‘ The boys fell into line in 
Palmerston Park like veterans,’’ he wrote, 
“ Joaded their pieces deliberately, counted 
off and broke into column like Regulars. 
An advance guard was thrown out, a 
rear guard attached, and, when the 
country permitted, flankers deployed. - We 
could not at any time have been surprised. 
(ur first prisoners were taken near 
Milltown, consisting ot Sergeant Sheridan 
and three patrolmen, city police. From 
these four. revolvers, belts, bayonets and 
spare ammunition were taken. 

‘“At Windy Harbor (Artour) our 
column was reinforced by a strong detach- 
ment of well-armed men, commanded by 
Capiain John Kirwan. Here Kirwan 
asscmed command over all. In the attack 
on Dendrum Barrack, Kirwan was shot 
through the shoulder, and had to be taken 
away. The command asain fell to 
Lennon. 

“This ‘barrack being so near the city, 
we deemed it not wise to remain. IJnstead, 
we pushed on to Stepaside. Upon nearing 
this hamlet cur column was halted. 
Sixteen riflemen were detailed to take 
the barrack. The men being posted, 
Lennon approached the door of the 
building, knocked two or three times 
with the hilt of his sword. He was 
asked from within: ‘ Who is there?’ He 
replied: ‘I command you to surrender to 
the Irish Republic.’ After a delay the 
answer came, ‘ No,” Immeciately we were 
ordered to commence firing through the 
windows and door. Constable McIlwaine 
returned the fire. We discovered that the 
shots came from the second floor. This 
enabled some of us to get right up to 
the building, and, with the aid of sledges, 
taken from the village blacksmith shop, 
we soon had the lower barricaded window 
broken in. We could distinctly hear the 
piercing cries of women coming from the 
building. We stopped firing and s'edging 
to soe if they wanted to come out. 

““ Between their shrieks we cou!d hear 
“ Are you men of honour ?’ 
Lennon replied: ' Yes, we want this 
barrack and all the Government property 
if contains, and will make prisoners of 
war of the men in it.’ “ We surrender,’ 
came back to us..... ” | 


THE GLENCULLEN FIGHT. 


“ We struck Glencullen Barrack on the 
morning of the 6th,”’’ 
Filgate. ‘‘It was beautifully situated 
for defence. Had the Peelers taken 
position on the crest of the mountain, 
they would have compelled us to alter our 
tactics and delayed us for some time. 
Instead, they held on to the protection of 
their barrack. When we arrived in the 
vicinity Lennon halted’ us, and deployed 
just enough men to envelop the building ; 
the rest, including the prisoners, were 
ordered out of range..... When ordered 
to surrender, the Peelers refused. We 
were ordered to commence firing. The 
Peelers answered in kind, and for a time 
the exchange was spirited. Our shots, 
apparently, were doing little damage 
beyond breaking glass and _  denting 
shutters. 

‘* We soon discovered a vulnerable spot. 
A detail was sent on the roof: Slates 
soon began to fly, a hole was knocked 
through, and a dozen men with revolvers 
stood ready to drop inside. The Peelers, 
discovering the situation, shouted an 
unconditional surrender, Lennon csked: 
‘Is there treachery in this?’ ‘ No,’ came 
the reply. The door was opened and our 
men took ssion. Our armament was 
immensely enriched by this victory. Here 
again was displayed the intelligence of 
our officers. Preparatory to the attack, a 
picket was sent in the direction of Three 
Rock Mountain, to watch the approaches

Ireland and Italy. 


A friend of mine who was travelling 
recently in Italy discovered near Naples 
an unexpected link with Ireland. . At 
Sorrento she stayed in affine hotel, built 
on the edge oí @» cliff, and overlooking 
that wonderful bay, with which our own 
Killiney has so often been compared, and, 
in conversation one day with the pro- 

rietor, discovered that his grandmother 

ad been an Irishwoman. She was one of 
three sisters named Brazil, from Co. Wex- 
ford, who, more adventurous than most 
women were in those days, travelled to 
Italy, met the Italian owner of this hotel, 
and married him. Later she sent for her 
two sisters, one of whom also married an 
Italian, while the third ‘became 
manageress of an hotel in Naples. assisted 
by a nephew, Michael Doyle, whom she 
brought out from Wexford. One wonders 
what the Italians made of his name, 
Although, as the generations pass, the 
Irish link is becoming fainter, it was 
certainly a surprise to find Irish people, 
whose reputation for hotel management 
does not stand high, actually, in this case, 
beating the Italians at their own game. 


Frogs. 


Perhaps, the most definite indication of 
the approach of spring (writes a corres- 
pondent) is to be seen in the ponds and 
ditches, where large masses of jelly-like 
frogspawn will soon be resolved into 
myriads of busy little tadpoles. At first 
they seem to be all heads and tails, then 
the hind legs appear and the young 
tadpole ceases to live on pond-weeds and 
begins to consume his own tail. He 
gradually becomes less like a fish and 
more like an animal, and, when his tail 
is completely absorbed and his hind legs 
are sufficiently long, he skips triumphantly 
on to dry land, a perfect little frog. 
His protective colouring helps to save him 
from his enemies, and his long tongue 
enables him to snap up insects for food. 
It is a mercy, however, that all the 
tadpoles do not escape from the pond, 
and that many of the young frogs are 
eaten by small carnivora like the weasel ; 
for a female frog Jleys more than a 
thousand eggs, and, if all the offspring 
survived, the world would soon be overrun 
with them. The edible frogs exposed for 
sale in the French markets are larger 
than the common variety. They are often 
specially fattened for sale, the hind legs 
being particularly esteemed as a delicacy. 
There is a prejudice in these islands 
against the eating of frogs, although the 
frog is a comparatively clean feeder when 
we consider the habits of the duck and the 
pig. The commor brown frog, by the way, 
is said to have been introduced into Ire- 
land in 1696, 


Monte Carlo. 


A friend, who has recently returned 
from the Riviera, tells me that not only 
ix there a domestic crisis in the Princi- 
pality of Monaco, but the famous Casino 
at Monte Carlo has fallen from its high 
estate. It has become too popular with 
travelling Americans, and the fashionable 
set who patronised it exclusively in former 
days now prefer Cannes and Deauville, 
where they do not meet the common herd. 
‘Lh. Casino was iounded in the ‘sixties by 
a M. Blanc to provide revenue for’ the 
principality. It was this gentleman who, 
when asked whether red or black was the

This is akin to the tale of the bookmaker 
who, having just finished a pint of cham- 
pagne and a port ~-house steak, was asked 
by the friend with whom he had been 
dining whether he thought it possible, 
under any circumstances, for the ordinary 
public to make money. by backing horses. 
“How on earth,” inquired the book- 
maker, in a burst of expansive candour, 
‘‘ could they make it, when we make it?” 


Sterne’s Narrow Escape. 


Few of us who have enjoyed reading 
ct the manceuvres of Uncle Toby and the 
Widow Wadman in “ Tristram Shandy ” 
know that the gifted novelist nearly lost 
his life in the waters of the Anamov 
River in the Wicklow Hills. 

In 1720 young Sterne was living in the 
barracks at Wicklow, where his father 
was stationed as a lieutenant in the Army. 
The family received an invitation to stay 
at the parsonage of Anamoe with the 
rector, a Mr. Fetherstone, who was a 
relative of his mother’s. 

Laurence was then only seven years of 
age, and one day, while playing in the 
village, he fell into the mill race, while 
the mill was working, but, by some 
wonderful chance, escaped unhurt. The 
story of his adventure rapidly spread to 
all parts of the district, and Sterno 
relates, with great gusto, how hundreds 
of the “common people” flocked to 
see him. 


The Body-Snatchers. 


During his later years Sterne was 
obliged, through ill-health, to spend much 
of his time abroad, and he has embodied 
some of his experiences in ‘‘A Sentimental 
Journey.” He returned to England in 
1768, and died alone in his lodgings in 
Old Bond street a month after the publica- 
tion of this book. 

His body was stolen by body-snatchers, 
but luckily it was recognised by the 
operator when laid on the hospital table 
for dissection, and eventually was buried 
in the cemetery of St. George’s, Hanover 
square, where pilgrims will notice the two 
gravestones erected to his memory—one 
shortly after his death by brother Masons, 
and the other at a later period by the 
inheritors of his estate.

The Outer Circle. 


If one can judge by a “ talk’’ broad- 
casted from London within the past few 
days, thoughtful people are growing 
alarmed about the hap-hazard way in 
which the towns and cities of England 
are spreading across the country-side. 
Some years ago, in a manufacturing city 
in the English Midlands, an Irish 
woman boarded a "bus that was labelled 
‘* Outer Circle,’’ and paid for the circular 
tour that should take her back to her 
starting point. This "bus made the trip 
right round the outskirts of the city, 
through places that quite recently had 
been quiet country, and through many 
outer suburbs that have arisen within the 
past few years. To an Irish heart the 
spectacle was a pitiful one, and the huge 
murky city seemed like some horrible 
monster that all the time devoured more 
of the peaceful fields and the small farms, 
and replaced the green hedge-rows with 
garish brick walls. Here and there 
a farmer had stood firm, and a haggard 
of half-used ricks of hay and straw, and 
a few newly-sown fields, nestled in a little 
peaceful oasis amid the rows and rows 
of houses and the newly-made roads.

A Great Trish Soldier. 


While passing the Gough Statue in the 

Phenix Park on Sunday, I suddenly 
remembered that the day was the anni- 
versary of the death of .this famous soldier. 
Ifugh Gough was born at Woodstown, Co. 
Limerick, in 1779, and, on entering the 
Army, he served, in the Cape and the 
West Indies. He distinguished himself 
by his gallent conduct in the Peninsular 
War, and, at a later period, soldiered 
in his native land. 
_ In 1837 Gough commanded a division 
in India, and was commander-in-chief 
during the war with China in 1840-41. 
Returning to India in the same capacity, 
he took the field against the Mahrattas 
and Sikhs, and, after a series of fiercely 
contested fights, finally put an end to 
their resistance by his victory at Gujarat. 
On his recall,. his distinguished services 
were rewarded by a grateful country, and 
he was made a viscount in 1849, and 
eventually received a field-marshal’s baton. 
This hero of a hundred fights was not 
destined to die on the field of battle, but 
passed peacefully away in a Dublin suburb 
on March 2nd, 1869.

A Dublin Bicentenary. 


A Dublin bicentenary which passed 
unnoticed last week was that of the 
Duchess of Tyrconnel, who died on the 
morning of the 29th February, 1730, at 
the Convent of the Poor Clares in King 
street. She had been one of the beauties 
at Charles II,’s Court, when she was 
Frances Jennings, or “La Belle 
Jennings.” Her second marriage was to 
Fighting Dick Talbot, Duke of Tyrconnel, 
and James’s right-hand man in Ireland. 
The Duchess entertained the King to a 
banquet at the Castle after the Battl« 
of the Boyne. James ironically congra- 
tulated her on the nimbleness of her 
countrymen’s heels, whereupon she replied 
that His Majesty had the best of them 
there. After her husband’s death, she 
lived on the Continent until, by the 
influence of her sister, Sarah, Duchess of 
Marlborough, she was granted estates in 
Ireland. She lived at Paradise row, 
Arbour Hill, and founded the Convent, 
where she died at the age of eighty-four. 


Another Dublin Centenary. 


Another Dublin centenary which 
occurred last week was that of Whitley 
Stokes, one of the foremost Celtic 
scholars of the last century. He was born 
on February 28th, 1830, at 50 York street, 
then one of Dublin’s literary salons. It 
was here that he learnt Irish, and, 
through ‘all his Indian life and work, he 
never relinquished the perce study 
of the language. His three Irish Glosses 
brought him recognition from European 
scholars, and it was a fitting tribute that 
his last work, an edition of the Irish 
version of Lucan’s “ Pharsalia,’’ should 
have been published by a great Leipzig 
scholar, 


‘AT ussels. 


My recent reference to pearl fishing in 
the River Slanéy in the seventeenth 
century has prompted a Wexford ccrre- 
spondent to remind me that local {shor- 
men still take mussels out of the ‘S!aney, 
though few of them are aware ol ve tart 
that the mussel was at one time eagerly 
examined for pearls. During the winter 
months, when heavy seas are running out- 
side, and prevent the fishermen from 
crossing the bar, a few of the more 
energetic men “ drudge’ along the har- 
bour breakwater for mussels. It is heavy 
labour, and the results are not always 
commensurate with the energy expended. 
For instance, a bag of mussels, weighing 
10 stone, will only fetch 7s. in Liverpooi. 
From this must be deducted 1s. 9d. for 
freight and 1s. for cartage. 

Mussels, I have noticed, are not 
appreciated in this country, though they 
are an excellent form of shellfish ; indeed, 
epicures who would despise mussels when 
described as mere mussels, eat and enjoy 
them as moule mariniére, In England, 
however, there is a steady demand, whic! 
is supplied principally by the enterprisiny 
Dutch, who use a method of netting dis. 
covered in 1835 by a shipwrecked Irish 
sailor named Michael Walton. Walton 
was subsequently rescued from his desert 
island, and he made a furtune out of his 
mussel nets. 


Boxers and Their Money. 


Carnera is showing the world what. can 
be done in the way of winning thousands 
of pounds per second. Sixtcen months 
ngo he was a penniless carpenter. Already 
he has earned nearly £20,000, and he is 
said to be only “ learning. 
will do with his money when he has 
‘ learned ” remains to be seen. Mr. Leon 
See, his manager, is reported to have said 
that he is ambitious to make money so 
as to have an opera company of his own.’ 

This is, so far, the most original aim of 
any of our contemporary boxers. Jack 
Dempsey, a former tramp and labourer, 
invested his £800,000 in hotels and real 
estate. Gene .unney is, of course, living 
on the income of his half millien. Jimmy 
Wilde, Joe Beckett and Bombardier 
Wells. who all made five-figure fortunes, 
are all living from investments in hotels, 
cinemas, etc. 

Jack Johnson made and lost a fortune, 
and is now conducting a jazz-band (let us 
hope that this will not be the fate of 
Carnera’s musical ideal). Jack Button, 
cnce one of the richest boxers. lost ‘115 
fortune in land investments, and now, at 
the age of forty-three, is back in the rinz 
again. Kid Lewis, who earned about 
£50,000, had a benefit organised by his 
friends to help him out of his difficulties. 


Robert Adam. 


Robert Adam, who, with his brother 
James, gave.a genre of architectural con- 
struction to the eighteenth century, passed 
away in March, 1792. He was born 
in Kirkaldy in- 1728, and, after going 
through Edinburgh University, went to 
Italy with the express purpose of studying 
architecture there, On his return to Eng- 
land he and his brother entered upon 
a vogue which is almost unmatched in 
the annals of the profession. Perhaps, 
their most notable work was that which 
takes its name from their joint concern 
in it, the Adelphi (the Brothers) in 
London, which has maintained its tradi- 
tion for housing men noted in the arts 
from. the days when Garrick lived there 
to the days of Shaw. The corner site fell, 
by Garrick’s intervention, to the bookseller 
Becket, whose establishment in the good 
old-fashioned way became the haunt of 
“the first people in England.” There 
are, or were, many examples of Adam's 
work in Dublin, and speculators purchased 
houses for the sake of a mantelpiece. 
Their style has a classic solidity and an 
Ionic grace well in keeping with the 
Georgian houses.

Three Dublin pianists carried off the awards 
this morning in the piano class for competi- 
tors of 17 and 18 years. The tests were :— 
Beethoven’s ‘‘ Sonata in C minor,” op. 10, 
first movement; Debussy’s ‘‘ Bruyéres,’’ and 
a piece to read at sight. Mary Braid won 
the gold medal—180 marks; Betty P. Hewson 
the silver medal—179 marks; and Norah 
Brady, a blind girl, who, with Eileen 
Donohoe; won the piano duet last night, was 
third with 176 marks. Mary H. King, Bel- 
fast, and Cecil G. Reid, Ballymena, were 
awarded certificates, 

The winner, Mr. Craxton said, showed a 
feeling for melodic line and rhythm in the 
Beethoven Sonata; in the second piece she 
caught the mood well, and the tone was nice. 
Miss Hewson played with complete contro] in 
the Sonata and gave a very good interpreta- 
tion; in Debussy she was very good, had 
a right regard for balance of tone, and on the 
whole her performance was very good.

Before Mr. Justice McUardie and a special 
jury in the King’s Bench Division, London, 
yesterday, Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., con- 
tinued his opening speech on behalf of the 
United Diamond Fields of British Guiana, 
Ltd., in their action against Mr. Solomon 
Barnato Joel, Mr. Jack Barnato Joel, and 
others for damages for alleged fraudulent 
conspiracy. 

The other defendants were Messrs, Barnato 
Brothers, Mr. Walter Dunkels, Sir E. Oppen- 
heimer, Mr. Louis Oppenheimer, Mr. Henyy 
Claridge, Messrs, A. Dunkels, Buhler and 
Co., who, with the brothers Joel, formed 
a diamond syndicate; Mr. Otto Oppen- 
heimer, a diamond expert; Mr, Ruben Cohen, 
vendor to the plaintiff company; and Mr, 
Hugh Owen Leonard Stack, who succeeded 
the remaning defendant, Mr. Albert Edward 
Tilley, as Chairman of the company. 

It was alleged that the plaintiff company, 
which was formed in October, 1926, was 
ruined within a year by a fraudulent policy 
of the syndicate, through Mr, Otto Oppen- 
heer, m preventing the company selling 
them the diatwouds which they were bound 
to take. and so helping the syndicate from 
being flooded with diamonds after an alluvial 
8nd in Lichtenberg, South Africa. 

The deiendants denied the allegations. 


COUNSEL'S STATEMENT. 

(‘ounsel referred to a meeting of plaintiff's 
directors a month after the company was 
formed, attended by Mr. Oppenheimer, who 
had protested against the prices that the 
syndicate was paying the company 
for the British Guiana diamonds. 
A resoiution wes passed suggesting that 
would be overcome” by an 
arrangement by which the valuation should 
be done by an expert, appointed by the 
syndicate, but in the company’s employ, and 
that there should be a revaluation in London 
by Mr, Otto Oppenheimer. 

No expert was sent to British Guiana, and 
never from first to last did Mr. Otto Oppen- 
heimer tell the plaintiff's board of directors 


i that he was receiving parcels of diamonds, 
| That meeting was held in April, and by May 
| the position got 


worse for the company, 
owing to a finer assortment of diamonds, by 
reason. of which they were getting lower 
prices. 

Mr. Otto Oppenheimer then made a ten per 
cent. cut in the price, and cabled in July to 
his servant in British Guiana to “ assort more 
finelv.”” On August 30 the company received 
the account purporting to show the 
amount of profit to which they were entitled. 
lt stated the value of stock in hand on April 
30, 1927, was £90,000, and that the profit on 
the last sale—which, by the contract, was to 
be the basis “for future -calculations—was, 
according to figures supplied by Mr. Otto 
Uppenheimer, 5 per cent. 


COMPANY IN LIQUIDATION. 

That, counsel suggested, was an untrue 
statement by him. At length the company 
had had to go into liquidation, and its 
assets had had to be sold to another busi- 
ness; £500,000 capital had gone, and they 
were now suing the defendants for having 
ruined the company. 

Sir Patrick said that the only people who 
stood to benefit from Mr. Otto Oppenheimer's 
actions were the syndicate, and therefore 
everything that he did was done on their 
behalf. 

Counsel asked the jury to say that there 
was ampie evidence that the syndicate con- 
spired with Mr. Otto Oppenheimer to produce 
that result. Mr. Otto Oppenheimer he re- 
ferred to as a man of mystery. In the pros- 
pectus of the plaintiff company, he was 
described as “of the diamond syndicate.” 
‘The syndicate, however, said that he was not 
with them. 


MASTER AS DIAMOND 
EXPERT. 
Mr. Victor Coen, of 

Manor Way, Purley, then gave evidence. 
He was, he said, a tobacco manufacturer, 
and knew nothing. whatever about diamonds 
until he was introduced to the business by 
his uncle, Mr. Reuben Coen, and the pro- 
posal to form the company was made. He 
said that during a discussion regarding the 
prices to be paid for diamonds from British 
Guiana, Mr. Oppenheimer told Mr. Cohen 
that ‘‘ we were getting the best contract the 
diamond syndicate had ever given, and 
that he would have to go and lose £250 at 
poker to Solly Joel to get him tn a goo} 
humour, and then we would cive us detter 
terms. 

In reply to Sir Patrick Hastings, Mr. 
Coen said that when the company asked for 
an expert to be appointed in British Guiana, 
Mr. Otto Oppenheimer sent out a dancing 
instructor who knew nothing about diamonds. 
Mr. Coen said that he regarded the contract 
which the company had with the syndicate 
as the company’s most important asset, as 
the svndicate were to take all the diamonds 
which the company could get, and to make 
payment in Georgetown. But for the 
contract he would never have gone into the 
business. When he asked his uncle, Mr. 
teuben Cohen, to explain the working of 
the contract his uncle said that it would take 
years to understand the diamond industry, 
and that it was best to leave things to Mr. 
Otto Oppenheimer, who was the best friend 
of the company.

Oxford and Cambridge, and in which the 
great public schools of England were doing 
much to help on mission work. In that way 
the Mission in Belfast was really one of the 
expressions of the spiritual and moral life of 
Trinity College, Dublin. 

_ The Bishop of Down and Connor, propos. 
ing tho election of the Committee for the 
ensuing year, bore testimony to the excel- 
lent work that was being carried on 
by the Mission.

That was 
what the Mission was doing in the Bally- 
macarret district.

_ The Rev. H. Turner, in“ seconding, gave 
interesting particulars of the work that was 
being carried on. He referred especially to 
Miss Kennedy, who, he said, was doing an 
invaluable work, and appealed for voluntary 
workers to help her.

PROSPERITY. 

When the toast of the Oireachtas bad been 
honoured, the President, proposing the toast, 
‘* Prosperity to Ireland,’’ said that the pros- 
perity and well-being of the community were 
attained not by any one formula, but by 
the aygregate of efforts proceeding from many 
different sources. He hoped that he woald 
ba excused for presuming to sound the 
praises of the engineering profession. Water 
supply, municipal and arterial drainage, 
transport, and mining—any one of which 
covered an enormous range of activity—were 
each and all indispensable to national pros- 
perity, but the crowning effort, just happily 
achieved, was one that every good Irishman 
could point to with pride. 

The first step in the successful tapping of 
our native sources of electrical energy had 
attracted the envious attention of the whole 
world. If the great body of Irish citizens 
were to appreciate the importance of this 
step in the development of our po í 
enterprise would be set in motion that would 
quickly raise thé country to the crest of 
prosperity. 

CREATORS OF WEALTH, 

The Governor-General, in responding, said 
that the engineering proféssion was one 
which equipped men for work in every land, 
and recent events reminded them that no 
matter how attached they were to anv par- 
ticular land, the civil engineer was needed 
to keep it literally above water. It had 
been his good fortune to have worked for 
many years in close co-operation with civil 
engineers in another country. Shortly before 
he left India he had noticed that the par-war 
budget income fron public works was more 
than enough to pay the interest on the whole 
debt of the India Government for all pur- 
poses. He was afraid that civil engineers 
were often thoughtlessly and wrongly 
regarded as spenders of money and not as 
creators of wealth. If their profession was 
busy in any country there was certainly 
some addition being made to the national 
wealth, and if there were few engineers in 
any country, that country was backward at 
least in material, and equally in social, 
development. 

This country was going ahead, notwith- 
standing the difficulties that its inhabitants 
had had to overcome. The people were show- 
ing energy, purpose and intelligence in deal. 
ing with the problem of national develop- 
ment. 

‘We all expect from you,” said Mr. 
McNeill, “ a discontent which is essentially 
ceustructive, but the great example of con- 
structive discontent has been shown by. our 
farmers. If they had not faced their difficul- 

ies a few years ago with intelligent courage 
how would the country have stood?”

The annual meeting of the, Society for 
the Preservation of the Fauna of the 
Empire was held on Monday; and the 
report said that the Society’s work during 
the next ten years would do much to 
decide the fate of the wild life of the 
world. The statement was sweeping; for 
the Society mumbers only 760 members. 
Nevertheless, the further considerations 
that this is the only society of its kind 
in existence, and that the British Empire 
contains seventy per cent. of the world’s 
larger mammals, justify the boast. Within 
a few centuries many sorts of wild animals 
have perished from the earth, leaving no 
specimens of their kind for the interest 
and instruction of these latter days. Big- 
game hunting on an increasing scale is 
largely ‘responsible for this lamentable 
extinction. Specially constructed weapons 
of offence and mechanised methods of 
transport have weighed the balance 
in the hunter’s favour. The larger 
animals breed slowly, and it its not 
impossible that another century may 
see the extinction of the giraffe and the 
elephant. At the Society’s meeting Lord 
Onslow, the president, said that part of 
the Serengetti region of Tanganyika terri- 
tory had been proclaimed a reserve by the

If festina lente was the burden of Mr. 
Baldwin’s intentidns when he launched 
his policy of “ safety first,” oppor- 
tunity has waited upon his patience. 
Slowly the real needs of the British 
Fmpire have imposed themselves on the 
consciousness of an electorate that for some 
time has wondered if any solution existed 
for its difficulties. Yesterday, at the Hotel 
Cecil, Mr. Baldwin stepped bravely from 
the general to the particular and pre- 
sented to his supporters a definite policy, 
which he will put into immediate 
operation if he is returned to power at 
the next generai election. If the nation 
placed him in office, said Mr. Baldwin, he 
would summon a conference of the Empire 
to discuss the question of imperial free 
trade. “' It was not for the.o,”’ he stated, 
‘ to dictate to the Dominions, and the 
result of such a conference could be put 
clearly before the people, who would thus 
be taken into partnership.’’

RAILWAY DIRECTORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIME>. 

Sir,—The latest information available 
shows the board of the Great Southern Rauil- 
ways to consist of thirteen directors and that 
of the Great Northern Railway of ten 
directors—surely more than sufficient for the 
size of the respective undertakings which 
they direct. The Great Southern seems to 
pursue a progressive policy by not filling 
vacancies caused by death, but more could 
be done by a plan of non-re-election upon 
rotational retirement. 

While the two boards contain a number of 
members of business capacity, it cannot be 
said (but for one notable exception) that any 
of them have an “all in ”' experience of ratl- 
way administration. The system which has 
long pertained in the three banks having 
their headquarters in Belfast is worthy of 
notice. The boards are composed of whole- 
time directors who have in early years 
started in junior positions in the banks, and, 
upon appointment to the boards, are required 
to give an undertaking not to engage In any 
other commercial enterprise whatsoever.

Not that the time 
has come for expounding the full policy, 
but to make one or two, Í trust, pertinent 
observations. 

“I was amazed, and I am not easily 
amazed, at the tone of some of the 
speeches at Cambridge on Saturday, and 
to see how little gratitude was given us 
for what we did in the last Parliament, 
and how the blame for all the misfortunes 
of that industry was laid on our 
shoulders. 

“Talk such as that defeats itself. Our 
representatives in the agricultural districts 
will have no difficulty in disposing of 
that kind of stuff. 

‘Look at all the legislation we passed 
to help in marketing and marking. Look 
how, in a time of unparalleled financial 
dificulty, we found money for sugar and 
for freight relief amounting to some ten 
millions a year. 

“ Look, above all, how, having removed 
step by step the burden of the rates from 
agriculture, we made a clean sweep of 
them last wimter. ¢Cheers.) 


THE FARMERS’ UNION. 
“The conditions in manufacturing and 
agriculture differ profoundly. The vary- 
ing conditions throughout the ‘country of 
the different kinds of agriculture make 
the problem so complex that it is little 


history, the National Farmers’ Union has 
never been able to agree upon, or to sug- 
gest, any practical programme. 

““[ remember very well in 1923 I went 
to them .or advice and assistance, and 
they were incapable of giving me either. 
And when I proposed at that election a 
subsidy on arable land—a _ substantial 
subsidy—it was not welcomed. It was 
not received with enthusiasm, and we lost 
more agricultural seats at that election 
than we had lost for many vears. 

‘* You will not be surprised from what 
[ say that it is a matter of complexity 
and of difficulty te develo» a programme 
which will embrace, so far as possible, 
those multifarious industries that a:e com- 
prised in the single word acriculture. 
But we are hard at work upon it, and I 
hope befcre too long I may be able to 
make the announcement, as I said at the 
Coliseum, at a suitable place and before a 
suitable audience. (Hear, hear.) 

“ But meantime I have been conscious, 
my colleagues have been conscious, of the 
anxiety displaye’, particularly in two 
directions, and we felt it only right, 
before we were in a position to announce 
our full policy, to say, at any rate, some- 
thing which would tend to alleviate that 
anxiety and to shew that we were incor- 
porating in our programme that treatment 
of wheat in this country and of the im- 
portation of dumped oats, which primarily 
refers to Scotland. 


DOMESTIC AND IMPERIAL POLICY. 
“And now I want to speak generally 
on our policy. It divides itself naturally 
into two parts—our domestic policy and 
our imperial policy. JI want you to con- 
sider them seperately. In domestic policy 
the situation changes rapidly. It is a very 
different situation today from what it 
was when we went out of office. The clock 
has been set back. The confidence which 
was springing up a year ago has gone. 
“The financial] situation is far graver, 
and the fears with regard to that and 
the loss of confidence have led directly to 
tha; alarming and increasing srowth in 
unemployment which, unless I am greatly 
mistaken, will continue to progress so long 
as this Government is in power. . 
“ Therefore, our efforts must be directed 
immediately on resuming office to a close 
husbanding of all the national resources 
and tothe stimulation of our industry, and 
that stimulation we propose to «flect by a 
thoroughgoing policy of safeguarding. 
(Cheers. } 
“I gave reasons at the Coliseum why 
safeguarding in present circumstances is 
a a more reliable and efficient weapon 
than general protection. Safeguarding 
will give us all we want. It gives us a 
weapon for restoration at home. . It, gives 
us a weapon for negotiation. It may well 
be you may find it useful as a weapon 
for retaliation. 
“The time has come when every party 
must look in the face of the gravity of the 
situation regarding employment, and look 
at every means of increasing that employ- 
ment and increasing the trade of the 
country. 
“Phat reason, just as much as the far 
greater and wider reason, the uniting of 
our peoples in the Empire, the visualising 


of the Empire as an economic unit. 


These reasons combined bring us to the 
point that we must wed an imperial 
policy with our domestic policy, if we are 
going to make the greatest effort possible 


by men towards the development of our 
own country and the solution of our own 
economic problems.

U.S. GOVERNOR AFFRONTS 
GERMAN VISITORS.

NEW ORLEANS, Tuesday. 

An international incident was narrowly 
averted to-day as the result of the rather 
unusual attire worn by Mr. Long, 
Governor of Louisiana, in receiving the 
commander of the German cruiser Emden 
and the German Consul-General in New 
Orleans. 

The Governor was dressed for the occa- 
sion in green silk pyjamas, a red dressing 
gown and blue bedroom slippers, and was, 
no doubt, highly pleased w' . the brilliant 
colour effect ; but his German visitors were 
extremely indignant at what they con- 
side his cavalier treatment, and the 
captain of the Emden threatened to weigh 
anchor immediately unless a full apology 
was made. 

JUST LIKE THE HOME FOLKS. 

The Governor, on his part, was very 
reluctant to apologise, asking surprisedly : 
‘* Apologise for what? I have treated them 
like the home folks.’’ Eventually, how- 
ever, he was persuaded to make the amende 
honorable, and the incident ended with 
the firing of a salute of seventeen guns 
this morning and a visit by the Governor 
to the Emden in formal morning attire, 
which he had hastily collected from his 
friends. No silk hat was available, how- 
ever, and the Governor had to carry a 
bowler. 

“I know nothing of diplomacy,” said 
the Governor afterwards. “ I was brought 
up in the hills, and only happen to be a 


State Governor by accident.”’

Rescue work is being actively. pursued, but 
under considerable difficulties owing to the 
inadequate number of boats and the 
danger of ruined buildings falling on the 
rescuers. 


BODIES WASHED “' ASHORE.” 

At Montauban the Tarn has gone down 
about three feet, but there are still over 
six feet of water in some places, and the 
houses are collapsing by dozens, 

In many of the neighbouring villages 
scores of people are marooned on the roofs 
praying for help. The strength of tbe 
current that is flowing. makes rescue diffi- 
cult. Bodies are being washed on to dry 
land. 

It is quite impossible to estimate the 
damage until the waters have cubsided. 


GARONNE STILL RISING. 

Montauban is still isolated, and there 
is but little sign of the waters going down. 

Agen is isolated so far as railway traffic 
is concerned, and telegraphic and _ tele- 
phonic communication is interrupted, the 
cellars of the Post Office being under 
water. Agen is on the Garonne, and the 
Garonne is still rising. 

Messages from Castres which have 
reached Paris via Albi show that every 
quarter of the town is flooded, and the 
walls rise straight from the swirling 
waters of the Agout. 


TWO HUNDRED HOMELESS. 

Two hundred people are homeless, seven 
hou .s have collapsed, and three people 
have-lost their lives in the town itself, 
while two deaths are reported from neigh- 
bouring villages. 

At one place a husband and wife saved 
themselves by climbing a tree, where they 
waited for five hours before a boat arrived 
to rescue’them. Brilges have been swept 
away, and the damage in the district runs 
into hundreds of thousands of pounds 
sterling. 

Six persons have been drowned at Albi, 
and seven soldiers who were engaged in 
rescue work in the neighbourhood have 
also. been drowned. The damage done by 
the floods in the Tarn Department is 


estimated at over £800,000. 
AGED PARISH PRIEST SAVED. 


In the village of Reynes, some kilo- 
metres from Villemur, a hundred houses 
collapsed, and it is feared that several 
lives have been lost there. This morning 
the aged parish priest of the village was 
save’, but his housekeeper perished in the 
ruins of the presbytery. One of the 
a farmer, was drowned; the 
other, a school teacher, had to swim for 
his life. 

A hamlet near Reynes is. under water, 
and it has not yet been found possible 
to rescue the inhabitants, who have taken 
refuge on the housetops and trees, and 
can be seen waving signals for assistance. 

During the night frantic cries for help 
could be heard, and this morning two 
persons were seen to call from a tree into 
the rushing. water. 

At Sainte Rassine a house in which 
dwelt a family of three was washed away, 
and there is no trace of the occupants. 
Two men at Nohio succeeded in rescuing

600 MAROONED IN FACTORY.

TOULOUSE, Tuesday. 

Three persons are reported to have 
perished at Mazamet, and two at Le 
Thore, in the floods in Southern France, 
which are stated to be the worst known 
for a century in some. piaces. 

At Villemur (Haute-Garonne), on the 
Tarn, thirteen miles south-east of Montau- 
ban, six hundred workers have been 
marooned in a cereal factory. The Town 
Hall and many houses are reported to 
have collapsed, and the Central Post Office 
has been abandoned. 

At La Madelaine a suspension bridge 
has been carried away, and at ‘Bassieres 
the waters have flooded an electric ;ower 
plant. 

From Carcassonne it is stated that a 
tunnel! at Berriac, on the line to Bordeaux. 
has caved in, and at Castres an old bridge 
over the Agout has collapsed.

THE FOUR BIG DEALS. 


Dr. McLaughlin, managing . director, 
stated yesterday that these announcements 
were of very great interest in so far. as 
they marked a Lig step in the progress of 
the work of the Board in securing a sound 
foundation to the economic structure of 
the State’s electricity business. 

The development of the Shannon River 
provided the electricity, and it was the 
business of the Board to secure the market. 
The four deals above referred to secured 
an immediate market for approximately 
forty-three million units and a market 
which would further develop. The con- 
sumption of electricity in Cork city in the 
past year was 84 million units (excluding 
Ford’s, but including the Cork tramway 
consumption of 1{ million). Galway city 
consumed approximately half a million 
units. The consumption of the Dublin 
United Tramway Company for the present 
year was estimated at 19 million units, 
and a conservative estimate for Messrs. 
Ford's consumption was 15 milliom units. 

POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENT. 

The électricity s::pply business in Cork 
city and environs was capable of consider- 
able development, particularly by a more 
liberal policy in the matter of charges for 
cu~rent. The connection of Cork to the 
Shannon will make this certain. 

The Dublin tramway load was increas- 
ing due to the speeding-up of trams. The 
proposals of Siemens-Schuckert for the 
Shanhon scheme put forward in 1924 were 
based on the 1923 consumption for the 
Dublin trams, which was 15 million units. 
In 1928 the trams consumed 195 million 
units and in 1929 (which included the 
strike period) 185 million units. 


SUGGESTED ELECTRIC 'BUS 
SERVICE. 

Dr. McLoughlin expressed the hope 
that the company would investigate 
the possibility of running electric trolley 
"buses in view of the very favourable 
price at which they could buy electricity 
from the Beard. He said he was 
astonished to learn that in the past 
year the ‘buses run by the company 
accounted for ar expenditure of £21,805 
on petrol, all of which money left the 
country. Approximately 133 million 
passengers were carried by ‘buses, so that 
the average 100 passengers carried repre- 
sented an expenditue of ós. 3d. on im 
ported petrol. 

It would seem desirable. from a national 
economic viewpoint, that every effort 
should be made to keep this money in the 
country and to carry passengers as far as 
possible on Shannon current rather. than 
cn imported petrol. While the trams 
carried ‘approximately 783 million 
passengers, the expenditure on coal was 
only approximately 225,000, so that, from 
the viewpoint of imported fuel, the ’buses 
were five times as bad offenders as were 
the trams. The saving in coal consump- 
tion which would result from the trams 
taking Shannon current would be approxi- 
mately 28,000 tons per annum. 

THE FORD WORKS. 

It was particularly gratifying that the 
world-renowned firm of Henry Ford 
should be the first to sign up for a large 
block of Shannon power. This great 
industrialist, noted: for the progressive 
nature of his enterprises, has thus set an 
example to Irish industrialists and power 
consumers. Shannon current wut be 
used in the Cork factory to drive all the 
machinery, to light the factory, and to 
provide heat for furnaces, 

He had made a careful] study of the 
matter, and, to the best of his judgment, 
the market now controlled by the Board 


plete output (aecording to the load curve, 
110 million units) of the present develop- 


| ment of the Shannon river in 1931, cer- 


tainly in 1932. In all such matters one 
had to look ahead, so as to be always 
ready to supply the requirements of con- 
sumers; that was one of the obligations 
on any electricity public utility. -The 
further requirements of consumers could 
be met by running the Dublin steam 
plant at Pigeon House in parallel with 
the Shannon, or by further improving the 
storage on the river. It was a matter, in 
the first instance, of course, for detailed 
economic investigation by a technical 
staff. | 

Dr. McLaughlin further stated that the 
Electricity Supply Board now controlled 
98 per cent. of the market for electricity 
in the Saorstat; so that, looked at from 
a business view-point, the foundations for 
a sound economic structure for the 
Shannon scheme were well laid. Every 
business man knew that to manufacture 
goods was one proposition and to secure 
their market was another. As far as the 
business of selling. Shannon electricity 
went, the market was secure. This, how- 
ever, he realised was not only a big 
achievement, but it placed on the Board 
a great responsibility. It would require 
the most careful business management 
and the exercise of a broad vision to 
ensure that the public would receive the 
full benefits of this achievement. 

The success which had to date accom- 
panied the efforts of the Board to build 
on a sound economic foundation had, he 
felt, justified the confidence which the 
State had placed in the operation of the 
concern by a board of experienced and 
independent business men. 


FINANCIAL PROSPECTS. 

As to the Cork trams, Dr. McLaughlin 
stated that the Board had no power under 
the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1927, to 
acquire or operate trams. The Cork 
trams -would remain the property of the 
Cork Electric Supply: Company, Limited, 
and the Board had made an arrangement 
with the company to supply the electri- 
city for the trams. - 

Regarding the financial prospects of 
the national electricity business, Dr. 
McLaughlin stated that he was satisfied 
that, in the first financial year in which 
the complete output of the present 
development of the river was sold, the 
Board would be in a position to pay the 
full interest and sinking fund on the 
investment after meeting all working 
expenses,

He was informed that unemployment was 
less in Dublin in. 1929 than in 1928, and a 
new factory which Messrs. Gallagher were 
building would give many people in Dublin 
emplovment in the future. He thought that 
all those things showed that the toast 
of loyalty to tlreland which they had 
drunk in 1928 and 1929 had been answered. 
He hoped that in 1930 they would have no 
Mr. Hatrys, and very few visits from the 
ir.come tax collectors, (Laughter.) There had 
been introduced into the Dail a Greater 
Dublin Bill, and he supposed that the’ Go- 
vernment would get the bill through. 

“ Might I suggest,’’ said the President, 
‘“that in 1931 they should bring in a. bill 
for a Greater Ireland?” (Applause.) 


A NOBLE THOUGHT. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., responding, 
said that the toast was properly described 
by the Chairman as “ the loyal toast “ of 
this country. They all loved the country, 
and he thought that there was not any 
festive gathering in the country where a 
Demosthenes in eloquence would not be re- 
quired to adequately respond to such a toast. 
The President had mentioned the Greater 
Dublin’ Bill, and expressed the hope that 
possibly they would have a Greater Ireland 
Bill. That was a noble thought, and he 
hoped that it was a thought that would 
fructify, and fructify in their time. ({(Ap- 
gs He did not know what were the 
vest means to set about achieving the aim 
of that Greater Ireland. Possibly they had 
adopted the right way of going about it, 

One would imagine from the ‘arrears of 
income tax and excess profits tax that were 
paid during the past few vears that the 
twenty-six counties were so prosperous that 
the other counties would be anxious to rush 
into them. They must have been immense'y 
wealthy to have paid such an amount. He 
roped that, if not before the next meeting. 
at all events before manv years, they might 
have an Act which would provide for a Greater 
Treland. He thought that that Association 
should obtain a charter from a Parliament-— 
not from a portion of Ireland, but from the 
whole of it. (Applause.) 


THE ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. RF. N. Potterton, solicitor, proposed the 
toast of the Auctioneers’ Association, and 
said that he hoped it would soon have its 
charter, which would make its members pro- 
fessional men, like barristers and solicitors. 
He was glad to see that the Association had 
doubled in membership in 1929, and he hoped 
that. in 1930 the membership would be 
doubled again, and that the business of every 
member of the Association would also be 
doubled. He associated himself with the 
sentiments of loyalty to Ireland expressed by 
the Presiderit and Mr. Geoghegan. The bond 
of the four seas should never be severed, and 
he hoped that the Greater Dublin would be 
achieved by friendly counsel among Irish- 
men. 

Mr. A. Haslett, T.D., responding, said that 
he hoped the Association would get its»char- 
ter, and that their sales, whether in the. big 
cities or in the rural districts, would be 
conducted on proper lines. 

Mr. T. Morgan Good, proposing the toast 
of ‘‘ The Guests,”’ said that the Association 
gave them all a hearty welcome.

YEAR OF CONTINUAL 
ANXIETY. 


EFFECT OF THIRTY-SIX 
DAYS’ STRIKE.

NO DIVIDEND ON THE 
ORDINARY STOCK, 


The annual general meeting of the pro- 
prietors of the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany, Limited. was held in the company’s 
offices, a Sackville street, Dublin, yester- 
day. Mr. William Hewat, Chairman, pre- 
sided and the other directors—namely, Dr. 
W. Lombard Murphy, John McCann and the 
Right Hon. James McMahon, P.C.—were 
present. : 

The Secretary (Mr. M. Lombard) read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the directors’ report and statement of ac- 
counts, said :— 

The year was throughout one of continual 
anxiety for your directors and the manage- 
ment. In my statement of last year | re- 
ferred to the growth of ‘bus competition, 
which even then had assumed serious propor- 
tions, necessitating reductions in fares, forced 
by the diversion of traffic from the tram- 
ways. Since then there has been a further 
increaso in the number of_’buses on an in- 
creased number of routes, leading to the 

sition that the public is heing catered for 
ar in excess of their requirements, with the 
inevitable losses that must tollow for both 
forms of transport. 

In giving you comparative figures, you will) 
naturally have in mind that the tramways 
were closed down for thirty-six days—that 3s. 
from 15th August to 19th September. 

During the year we carried 78,535,619 pas. 
sengers at an average fare of 1.412d., the 
receipts amounting to £462,105, as against 
89,765,457 passengers in 1928, at an averaye 
fare of 1.493d., the receipts amounting to 
£558,580, the decrease in receipts being 
£96,475. 

A remarkable feature in the different fare 
deyominations is that, notwithstanding this 
big reduction in numbers carried we show an 
increase of 530,851 in penny fares. 


YEAR'S WORKING EXPENSES. 

On the debit side of revenue account for 
the year our total working expenses amounted 
io £391,089; deducting income tax (£20,034) 
we get £571,046. To this has to be added— 
Track renewals, £22,616; wayleaves, £15,802 
gross—a tot | of £409,464. 

I have had analysis made for your informa- 
tion, showing the proportion under the dif- 
ferent heads, as follows :— 

Wages and Salaries—67.47 per cent. of 
total. 

Coal—-5.93 per cent. 

Mater cls—8.76 per cent. 

Rates, Wayleaves, Licences, and National 
Insurance—11,59 per cent. 

Law Costs and Compensation—2.42 per 
cent, 

Rents, Fire Insurance, etc.—.93 per cent. 

Miscellaneous, including Uniforms, etc.— 
2.97 per cent. 

Seeing that our insistence on the necessity 
for a reduction in wages was the cause of the 
stoppage which materially affected the results 
of the year’s working, I give these figures as 
showing the large proportion of our total ex- 
penditure that comes under the heading of 
‘salaries and wages,’’ and the important 
bearing rates of pay have on our costs of 
working. 


OMNIBUS OPPOSITION. 

Towards the end of 1928 the number of 
‘buses running in direct opposition to our 
tramway and omnibus services had increased 
to 165. In 1929 there was a further increase 
in numbers to 185, and our own fleet had in- 
creased to seventy-six in our efforts to main- 
tain wie geri : in other words, a war had 
developed, threatening the existence of the 
tram. Early in the year, therefore, we were 
faced with this position :— 

Our application for relief from wayleaves 
and for assistance out of the Road Fund for 
maintaining road surfaces, while sympatheti- 
cally received, had not resulted in our getting 
any contributions from these sources. 

We had already benefited by the fail in 
prices of materials from the high level they 
reached during and after the war, so that 
when we approached the men through their 
organisation for a wages reduction we had 
exercised economy in every other direction 
that promised to afford relief. 


STOPPAGE OF SERVICES. 

In the discussions that followed, the 
seriousness of the position and outlook was 
admitted, but the men were unwilling to 
submit to any reduction in their wages, hold- 
ing that, as in other places, the Government 
should intervene and legislate for control of 
trafic; they did themselves approach the 
(rovernment on the subject: 

When no agreement could be reached the 
directors considered they had no alternative 
but to serve notice that a ten per cent. re- 
duction in wages would be made from 15th 
August, and from that date the men ceased 
work, and remained out until 19th September 
following. 

When tramway men ceased work on 
account of our demand for reduction in wages 
our buses were also stopped, though the 
demand for a reduction did not apply to this 
service. In this case the men’s action was 
entirely sympathetic in support of the tram- 
way men. 

LEGISLATION REQUIRED. 

Having referred to the Court of Inquiry 
set up by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce in connection with the strike and 
the directors’ comments thereon, Mr. Hewatt 
proceeded:—No good purpose would be 
served now by further eriticism of that 
report in any controversial spirit or by re- 
opening any of the ‘matters dealt with, but 
the following expression of the Court's 
general finding, which leads up to their re- 
commendations to the Minister, is of special 
importance :— 

“If the problem of wasteful competi- 
tion is not to be allowed to solve itself 
by the extermination of one or other of 
the contending parties it is considered 
that it might be dealt with in some such 
manner as follows.’’ 

This is followed by their recommendations 
to the Minister, under three heads, one or 
other of which might be approved, but all 
are based on the assumed willingness of the 
Government to take action, and the Court's 
conviction that some such step was necessary. 


DUBLIN TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

That legislation is required, will, I think, 
be universally admitted, and your Board 
entirely concurs with the further expressed 
opinion of the Court that a situation has arisen 
which makes it absoiutely necessary in the 
interests of all concerned that the traffic 
problem in the City of Dublin should be dealt 
with in this way, 

Your directors have had an interview with 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce as 
to the future of transport in Dublin, but 
the matter appears to be one on which no 
definite conclusions have vet been reached. 

The company’s shareholders may, however, 
rest assured that the directors have impressed 
en the Government that the Dublin United 
Tramways Company is an undertaking in 
which the citizens of Dublin have invested 
large sums of money, one which gives steady 
employment to a very considerable body of 
men, and one which has for many years 
rendered indispensable services to the city 
and suburbs. We are not without hope that 
these facts will he borne in mind and have 
their importance recognised in any proposals 
for legislation which may be brought for- 
ward, 

TRAMS NOT OBSOLETE. 

It may be that, as a result of the stoppage 
and the experience then gained, we shail hear 
less in future about trams being an obstruc- 
tion to traffic on the streets, or that they 
should he abolished as being obsolete, 

That. this view, which prevails in many 
quarters, is erroneous mav be seen from 
statement of the Court of Inquiry, as follows:

The utility and popularity of tramways as 
an up-to-date method of trausport are further 
affirmed in the statement made recently by 

rd Ashfield, Charman of the London 
raffic Group, in his reference to the work- 
ing of the group for year 1929, in respect 
to the reduced total growth of passengers as 
follows :— 

A HINT FOR THE TRAMS. 

‘Perhaps, the most satisfactory 
feature is the increase in the traffic 
carried by the tramways. It has been 
the habit in recent years to depreciate 
the value of the services rendered by 
tramways in the capriage of passengers, 
but we have found that, if steps are 
taken to bring the standard of comfort 
up to that customary upon the railways 
and omnibuses, and that if steps are 
taken to increase the general speed oí 
operation, the passengers by the tram- 
ways will increase, proving that tram- 
ways serve to deal effectively and 
economically with considerable volume 
of traffic upon the streets.” 

I might also point out that extensions of 
tramways have recently been made by the 
following undertakings:—-London County 
Council, Middlesex County Council, Corpora- 
tions of Manchester, Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Sheffield, and Edinburgh. 

LOSS ON ‘BUS SERVICES. 

During the year we increased the ‘bus 
services, and carried 15,439,720 passengers, 
as compared with 11,212,188 the previous 
year. 

If you turn to the omnibus account, as 
set out on page seven of the statement of 
accounts, you will see our ‘buses fared even 
worse than the tramways, as they show an 
actual loss of £2,868 on the year’s working. 

Compensation and law costs are a large 
item in our accounts this vear, owing alto- 
gether to a collision between a “bus and 
one of our trams on the Malahide road, some 
of the passengers in the ‘bus receiving in- 
juries. We were very confident in this case 
that the “bus was to blame, but it was 
otherwise decided, and although we appealed 
against the judgment, the appeal failed, and 
we have had to pay large sums for com- 
pensation. 

POWER STATION TO CLOSE DOWN. 

When addressing you at our last annual 
meeting I mentioned that the Electricity 
Board had notified the company of their 
intention to offer a supply of electricity under 
the Shannon scheme by the end of that year. 
Under the provisions of the Act of 1927, 
which constituted this Board as the sole 
authority for generating eléctricity within 
the Eree State, the company are left ro 
option in the matter, but are required io 
change over from their own generating 
station to the Shannon supply when the 
latter js ready to give the current for our 
requirements. 

Arrangements are practically complete and 
only waiting for necessary machinery to be 
installed in the new transforming station 
that has been erected at Ringsend—a matter 
of a few weeks from now, I understand. 

We had hoped the Electricity Board would 
have purchased our power station to he kept 
in operation as a stand-by for the Shannon 
Scheme, but this they could not see their 
way to agree to 


VALUABLE MACHINERY DISCARDED. 
Our station has been in operation since the 
company’s inception, and it has provided 
power at a low rate without any serious in- 
terruption for the past thirty years. The 
valuable machinery it contains will remain 
on the company’s hands, and probably will 
be dismantled and sold: this will leave the 
premises available for other purposes. 

The contemplated agreement, the terms of 
which have been settled after protracted 
negotialions, secures, we believe, all that can 
be obtained by the provisions of the <Act 
under which the Electricity Supply Board 
operates, the aim being that we shall be no 
worse off by taking this power than we would 
be hy maintaining our own station, 

We are taking the opportunity afforded by 
the change to improve our distribution system 
by the addition of a new sub-station to serve 
the south side of the city in the vicinity of 
Rathmines, Donnybrook and Harold’s Cross. 
This will effect economy and will enable us 
to improve the tramway services in these 
districts. 

NO “ ORDINARY ' DIVIDEND. 

I come now to our profit and loss accounts, 
and while I regret that the profits do - not 
permit of any payment being made for divi- 
dends on Ordinary stock, I do suggest that 
under all the circumstances the result is not 
unsatisfactory, and might easily have been 
worse. 

It is regrettable that for the first time in 
the history of the company no dividend is 
forthcoming on the Ordinary stock, but you 
must remember that prior to the introduction 
of ‘bus competition we were, subject to 
restrictions, a partially sheltered industry. 

With the introduction of *buses we not only 
ceased to be sheltered, but have had to work 
under disabilities imposed on us by statutes 
and agreements. I hope, however, that I am 
not over sanguine in saying that 1929 has 
been our year of crisis, and that possibly in 
the not distant future we may look back on 
it as a year of trial during which we success 
fully surmounted great difficulties. 

Our balance sheet, I submit, shows some 
satisfactory features. In recent vears we 
have spent on new undertakings over 
£200,000 without increasing our capital in anv 
wav, the extensions being financed out of 
sums set aside for other purposes and nol 
immediately required; on the other hand, you 
will appreciate the difficulty there would have 
been in raising fres!) capital at a time when 
all jndustrial undertakings, and even Gilt- 
edged securities, suffered from a want of con. 
fidence, and the scarcity of money among the 
investing public. 

At some future date adjustments will have 
to be made as between capital and reserve 
accounts, when the need for it arises, but 
meantime the balance sheet gives shareholders 
all necessary information. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy seconded the motion. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ 
CRITICISMS, 


LACK OF CLEANLINESS IN 
VEHICLES. 

Mr. J. J. Maguire said that it was a hard 
blow to Ordinary shareholders that they were 
to get no dividend. Many people who had 
invested their money in the company were 
depending on a return on their capital. 
Many of the shareholders would have liked 
to have heard what was the result of the 
negotiations with regard to wages. What 
concession had the men made? They must 


have a reduction in wages to keep up the 
dividends. The shareholders had a right to 
expect that the concern would give them a 
return for their money; and that it was not 
merely an earning bureau where employes 
and officials drew high wages and salaries. 
He also thought that, as a result “of the 
Court of Inquiry, the company should have 
got @ sukstantial concession in the matter of 
wayleaves and rates. 
Mr. M. B. Duffy asked if any consideration 
had been. given to the institution of a system 
of season tickets for trams and ‘burrs. He 
thought that there should be a speeding-up 
in the services. There was a lack of cleanli- 
ness in the upkeep of the company’s trams 
and. ‘buses, and he urged that there should 
be closer supervision in these matters. He 
wanted to know whether the evidence given 
on behalf of the company before Judge 
Davitt at the Court of Inquiry had been 
submitted to and approved of by the 


directors beforehand. If not, was the repre- 


in view of the fact that some of the evidence 
was against the company? 
QUESTION OF RESERVES. 

Mr Aviward said that he could not under- 
stand why the company should need a 
general reserve fund of £100,000, in view of 
the decision to pass the Ordinary dividend. 
He also found fault with the keeping of a 
reserve of £177,888 for renewal of tracks and 
cars, seeing that they spent only £22.000 on 
these renewals last year. He also thought 
that £69.000 for the omnibus reserve fund 
was too high, seeing that their total capital 
outlay on the ficet of ‘buses was only 
£175,000. He thought that the directors 
were too careful for the interests of posterity 
at the expense of the shareholders of to day. 

Mr. Kilbey said that he thought the strike 
was one of the most lamentable things that 
had occurred, both im the interests of the 
company and of the citizens of Dublin. I 
had done an immense amount of harm, and 
had made Dublin’s Civic Week a failure. 
The view expressed by the company’s workers 
with whom he had spoken during the strike 
was that '- someone had bungled,”’ and that 
the strike could have been avoided. With 
regard to the case put before the Court ol 
Juquiry he regretted to say that it did not 
do justice to the company. The witnesses 
had destroyed their own case. 

SORRY STRIKE WAS SETTLED. 

Mr. J. Davis said that he was sorry that 
the tram strike had been settled. That 
might seem foolish, but if the strike had been 
allowed to go on it would have forced the 
Government to bring in a Traffie Act, which 
was long due for the City of Dublin. If they 
had in Dublin the system that obtained in 
Belfast, where the "buses fed the trams, they 
would not be “ passing ” dividend, but would 
have a dividend of five or six per cent. 

Mr. Holmes dissociated himself from the 
the dispute was used as a lever to 
wages.

BRITISH RAILS A BRIGHT 
SPOT. 
‘Interest remained on a restricted scale in 
the London Stock Markets vesterday, and 
the general tone was dull. Nicklets excep- 
tionally attracted wide attention, following 
the publication of the report, but they 
finished lower.

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The iatest revenue return shows that the 
ordinary revenue íor the week ended March 
Ist Jast amounted to £23,104,957, as com- 
pared with £26,755,136 for the corresponding 
week of last year. Ordinary expenditure was 
£15,512,501, as against £16,209,356; so tha‘ 
the week's excess revenue was £7,792,656,: as 
against £10,525,800. To revenue, by far the 
largest contribution was made by income tax 
with £14.53 millions. Other notable items 
were :—Super-tax, £2.1 millions; estate, etc., 
duties. £1.35 millions: Customs, £2.2 millions ; 
and Excise, £1.2 millions. 

The chief items of expenditure were on 
account of the service of the national debi, 
which called for £5 millions, and the supply 
eervices, which. required £5.9 millions. The 
sinking fund received. £2 millions. 

The net effect upon the floating debt was 
a reduction of £8,035,000.

Judging by the large number of farmers 
who: visited Ballsbridge yesterday, the Royal 
Dublin Society has Jone oil, in .exteriding 
its March Bult Show and Sale over three 
days. ‘The weather was ‘delightfully mild, 
and this fact enhancede the pleasure of those 
who watched the placing of the awards, For 
several hours an interested spectator was 
Mr. P. Hogan, Free State Minister for Agri- 
culture. ': As | 

While Shorthorns, on account of their 
widespread popularity, naturally had a large 
following at the ringside, it seemed that there 
was ‘more animation about the section for 
Herefords. . Whether this was due merely to 
a strong revival of interest in the White- 
faces or to the fact that the turn of the 
wheel has made them ‘‘ boom” again, one 
could not help observing it. 

THE THREE BREEDS. 

Taking the Shorthorns generally, I thought 
that tye beef classes did not attain the 
Ballsbridge level of merit. Some stock of 
capital breeding and quality were included 
among the prize-winners, but as against this 
there was a considerable “' tail.” Dairy 
Shorthorns, on the contrary, held their own, 
and in many classes showed a distinct 1m- 
provement in quality as compared with last 
year. 

Returning to the Herefords, it may be 
said that they were much better than any 
seen at this particular fixture for some years. 
if the breed continues: to make such strides, 
it should soon command a leading position 
in those parts of the country for which it is 
specially suited for crossing purposes. That 
strong efforts are being made to infuse new 
bloods: into existing herds is clear from the 
fact that last week one Hereford bull was 

urchased in England by the Irish Free State 

— of Agriculture for 600 guineas 
and another for 140 guineas. 

The Aberdeen-Angus section, though well 
supported numerically, did not provide the 
number of high-class bulls that one might 
expect at such a centre. They made alto- 
gether a good average show, with one or two 
animals that may be heard of ‘again, but 
‘there was not much enthusiasm amongst 
ringsiders. 

Of the premiums awarded yesterday, 169 
were given to Shorthogns and 120 to 
Aberdeen- Angus.
